Promulgated by the President in the Eighteenth Year of the 

Republic of India. 

A Regulation further to amend the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands Regulation, 1876. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of article 240 
of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Regulation made by him: — 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Shoit Tie 
Islands (Amendment) Regulation, 1967. mencem«nt. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint.

2. In section 13 of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Regulation, 

1876 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Regulation),— 

(i) in the opening paragraph, for the word “modifications”, 
the word “modification” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in clause (a), the words “and the Chief Commissioner 
shall be the Sessions Judge of that division” shall be omitted; 

(iii) clauses (b) to (d) shall be omitted. 

3. Sections 14 and 14A of the principal Regulation shall be 
omitted. 

4 . Notwithstanding the omission of section 14A of the prin ioal 
Regulation by section 3 of this Regulation, the rules framed b> the 
High Court at Calcutta, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
article 225 of the Constitution read with the said section 14A shall 
be deemed to be rules framed under that article read with section 4 

of the Calcutta High Court (Extension of Jurisdiction) Act, 1953 41 ol 1963 - 
and shall continue in force accordingly.
